2. PARILLI still is the Envoy Extraordinary and Minister Pleni- 
potentiary of the Order of Malta with the Bavarian government and 
the American occupcition authorities in Munich. It is in this capacity 
that PARILLI makes his brief appearances in Munich and gets in touch 
with lhr.^chneide_r to discuss matters related to the Order. During 
his last visit liSe in April 194-9 he asked Dr, Schneider for intro- 
ductions to prominent German businessmen with whom PARILLI wished to 
exchange Italian goods for German merchandise. Dr. Schneider, who 
was also interested in such transactions in the hope of souring hard 
currencies for his organization, introduced him t o ^Prlnce'^^fibrech t of 
Bavaria and through him to such industrialists assesso rs ciunitw -> | 
Prince Albrecht is the head of an organization whfcBTnas^ as £ts~" purpose 
to assist German refugees to emigrate to South American coiuitries but 
is greatly handicapped by the lack of dollar instruments. During these 
preliminary negotiations about the International exchange of goods, 
PARILLI came up with the suggestion that some of the merchandise be 
imported into Germany under the guise of charity through the “Caritas” 
organization in order to avoid German import duty. When Dr. Schneider 
heard of this proposition, he refused to have any further dealings 
with PARILLI and also warned Prince Albrecht of PARILLI ' s real inten- 
tions. This seems to explain Dr. Schneider’s rather embarrassing 
sltuction in his dealings with PARILLI. 



3. PARILLI also requested Dr. Schneider to use his influence in 
n e n^^-ry Trnan r x .y:.:but Dr. Schneider refused 
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to render any assistance because he regards Dollmann still an 
SS- trooper with a rather unsavory political outlook. It was learned 
in the meantime that PAHILLI proc\ired an Italian passport for 
Dolliaann who, as **£ignor Eugenio” was seen frequently in PARILLI*s 
compani»^ in Locarno, Switzerland. 

4. It is interesting to note that even the SS-circles includ- 
ing General 'rVOLFF, have a rather low opinion of FABILLI, who is 
described as an out-and-out mercenary who is utilizing his official 
functions for his own personal profit. Dr, Schneider’s brother heard 
it rumored in Rone that PABILLI had recently quan^eled with his old 
friend HUSSMaNK about the division of some funds the latter had ob- 
tained through unknown intelligence channels, 

5. Dr. Schneider promised to keep us fully informed of PARILLI’s 
activities if and when the latter should make another appearance in 
Munich. 
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
